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MEMORANDA. 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1922. 


Vital Statistics—Sepitember Quarter, 1922.— New South Wales._-The births 
registered in September quarter numbered 14,510, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27:26 per 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 5,208, which is 
equivalent to 9:79 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,066 marriages registered was 7°64. Compared with 
the average of the September quarter of the preceding five years, the 
death-rate was 18 per cent., the birth-rate 1 per cent., and the marriage- 
rate was | per cent. lower 


Sydney and Suburbs—The births registered in September quarter 
numbered 5,725, equivalent to a rate of 24:72 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 2,914 were males and 2,811 females, The rate is 
3 per cent. below the average of September quarter of the previous five 
years. 


The deaths in September quarter numbered 2,280, namely, 1,234 males 
and 1,046 females. The mortality rate of 9:84 per 1,000 of population per 
annum is 18 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the September 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 54:0 per 1,000 
births, and is 15 per cent. below the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1922, were valued at 
£13,025,800, and show an increase in value of £2,865,681, or 28-2 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by 42,853,351, and gold increased by £12,330. 
The total imports for the year ended 30th June, 1922, were 
£43,321,478, a decrease of £29,144,910 in comparison with the pre- 
vious financial year. 

Hazports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1922, amounted to £8,722,839, being a decrease in 
value of £1,994,863, or 18°6 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by £1,594,984, and the 
gold exports decreased by £399,879. For the year ended 50th June, 
1922, the total exports were £48,012,855, being a decrease of £4,588,951, 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1922, were valued at £18,972,664. ‘The following is a summary of the

During the year ended 30th June, 1922, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £41,342,425, and the Interstate Tmports by sea at 
Sydney were £21,754,730, the total of the two being £63,097,155. Infor 
mation as to the value of goods imported at Sydney from other ports of New 
South Wales is not available, 
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Public Finances —Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The prliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
September quarter, 1922, was £7,592,276, being an increase of £144,253, 
or 1:9 per cent., as compared with September quarter, 1921. During 
the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the revenue was £35,637,820, 
being £1,606,424, or 4:7 per cent. more than the previous twelve 
months. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30thSeptember, 
1922, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were :— 

Returns (per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, 
£24,702 ; Instalments and Interest on land—-Conditional Purehases, 
£29,323 ; Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Rates, £29,309 ; Stamp 
Duties, £24,402; Railways, £23,637; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, &c., 
Sydney, £21,173. The principal decreases of revenue were: Income 
Tax, £21,035 ; Conditional Purchases—Balances, £93,139. 

The expenditure during September quarter, 1922, was £9,216,963, a 
decrease of £239,888, as compared with September quarter of last year. 
During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the expenditure was 
£36,966,525, being £2,489,633, or 7:2 per cent. more than in the 
previous twelve months. 

There was an increase of expenditure during the September quarter, 
1922, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of Interest, 
£198,045. The chief decreases were—Governmental, £268,293 ; and 
Business Undertakings, £166,015. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1921 and 1922, and the September 
quarters, 1921 and 1922 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for September quarter, 1922, show a 
decrease in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank 
Deposits, decreased by £1,905,868 during the quarter, and were 
£96,726 less than in September quarter, 1921. 

Advances in September quarter, 1922, were £859,360 more than in 
June quarter, 1922, and £1,687,297, or 1-7 per cent. less than in 
September quarter, 1921. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago. The transactions of 
the Commonwealth Bank are included :—

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Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1922, was 
5,236 oz. fine, valued at £22,245, and showed a decrease of 6,371 oz. 
fine, and £27,059 in value, compared with September quarter, 1921. 
The value of the gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 
1921, was £217,370. 


Land Selections.—In the year ended 30th June, 1922, there were 2,035 

_ applications for 1,238,406 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts; and 927,236 acres, representing 2,470 blocks, were set 
apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the quarter ended 30th September, 1922, the number of 
applications was 420, and the area applied for 246,559 acres. The lands 
set apart for. original holdings in the quarter ended 30th September, 
1922, were 375,921 acres, representing 321 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.— From the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food in Sydney, it appears that in September, 1922, the prices 
of meat were 21 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other food and 
groceries were 72 per cent. higher ; and the prices for the two combined 
were 584 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a decrease of § per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat were 3 per 
cent. lower than in August, and food and groceries were unchanged. 
Eggs were cheaper, as also were butter, cheese and kerosene ; bacon 
and potatoes were dearer. 


Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1921, meat 
was 1} per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 1} per cent. 
cheaper ; and the two combined 1} per cent. cheaper, 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the September quarter, 1922, the general level 
of wholesale prices increased by 3 per cent., and is now 31 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was an increase of 9 per cent. in the index 
number of agricultural produce, and a 34 per cent. increase in the index 
number of meat. 


The increase in agricultural produce was due to substantial increases 
in the prices of ehaff and potatoes, 


All other groups, with the exception of textiles and dairy produce, 
showed slight decreases during the quarter. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 40 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 27 
increased, and 33 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Metropolis —According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolis 
during the nine months ended 830th September, 1922, numbered 6,288, 
as compared with 4,044 during nine months ended September, 1921 


Country Municipalities. lable No. 43 shows that during the nine 
months ended September, 1922, permission was granted in country Muni- 
cipalities to ereet 3,452 new buildings of the value of £2,088,000 as 
compared with 2,224, of a value of £1,409,823 in the corresponding 
period of 1921. 
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Meteorology.—September quarter, 1922.—The outstanding feature of the 
weather during July was a cyclonic storm which appeared off the North 
Coast, and moved southward causing flood-rains, gales, and rough seas. 
A deficiency of rainfall was experienced only in the far north-west. 
Rain fell during August over the greater part of the central-coastal and 
far south coast areas and parts of the Riverina and southern tablelands ; 
there was a shortage in the north and north-west districts. Frosts were 
in evidence and snow fell on the extreme southern tablelands and at a 
few places on the central avd northern tablelands. In September 
heavy rain, gales, and rough seas were recorded in the central and north 
coast. There were light to heavy rains on the north-east, south-eastern. 
central, and northern areas ; good rain fell over the southern districts 
but little over the western division. There was snow on the extreme 
southern tableland. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1922.—The following particulars 
in regard to Employment and Dislocations have been taken from reports 
of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that. at the end of September there were about 4,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district and about 7,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included boilermakers 
and other workers in the engineering and iron trades, also labourers, 
salesmen, and clerks ; there was a scarcity of skilled workers in the 
building trades and women workers. 


During the September quarter, 6,027 positions for men and 2,901 for 
women were made available by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 5,598 men and 1,965 women were placed 
in positions; in June quarter, 9,276 positions were made available, 
and 8,075 persons were placed in positions, 


Dislocations. —During the September quarter 48,698 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 150,150 working days. In the previous quarter 27,516 
employees were involved, with the loss of 102,701 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were no increases in wages during the 
September Quarter. 
In a number of cases the weekly and hourly wage rates have been 


reduced in accordance with the Board of Trade declaration of 12th 
May, 1922. 


Changes in Hours. — Under the provisions of the Eight Hours 
(Amendment) Act, 1920, the working hours in many occupations were 
reduced by proclamation from 48 to 44 per week. An amending Act, 
passed in September, 1922, annulled the proclamations, but the hours so 
fixed may not be altered except by industrial award or agreement. 


In the September quarter a 44-hour week came into operation in 
respect of employees in cement-making and lime-burning establishments, 
and in cold-storage chambers; clerks, gas-makers (Sydney and New- 
castle); lift attendants and cleaners ; storemen and packers (Yanco- 
winna) ; and wage-earners employed permanently in connection with the 
Metropolitan water supply. The hours for bakers (Northumberland) 
were fixed at 46 per week.

The following estimate has been based upon reports received from Wheat-growers throughout 
the State. The total area sown was 3,868,300 acres, of which 3,363,500 acres are to be cut for grain 


and 504,800 for hay. 


As compared with the area sown in 1921, there was an increase of 179,190 acres, or 4°85 
per cent. 


During the current season wheat was sown on 1,416,000 acres of fallowed land, which is the 
largest fallowed area since 1914, and 481,000 acres more than last year. 


In the principal wheat-growing divisions the area sown has_ increased since last season, 
the divisions which show the greatest expansion being :—Central Plains, 74,390 acres ; Riverina, 59,550 
acres; South Western Slopes, 28,540 acres ; and Central Western Slopes, 21,620 acres. 


In 1921 wheat was grown on 18,284 holdings ; in the current season 17,948 growers have 
furnished returns, a decrease of 336, or of nearly 2 per cent.
